MAIN LINE WALKS AND DRIVES. 

To the Editor of Our Town: 

In those bright October days the 
walks and drives along the Main Line 
are more attractive than ever, in vary- 
ing color glows in the foliage, and they 
should be more appreciated as the 
days of frost and snow draw near. 

To those not familiar with them, 
some outline hints may be welcome. 
Tin 1 nearer walks over Woodbine ave- 
nue, down Old Gulph road to Mill 
Creek, the Hopper road, etc., are doubt- 
less known to most. Driving out Mont- 
gomery pike, past the forks, and on to 
Spring Mill road, one turns to the 
right and shortly enters the domain of 
the Stoke Togis Estate of SOO acres, 
running to the summit of .Mount Morro 
between walks of hedge for u widfe 
view of the valley opening to the 
Schuylkill, 'with the "Mount Vernon" 
house conspicuously on a hill-top. An- 
other road carries you down into a 
wooded defile filled with unusual rocks. 

Continuing on the ipike To where the 
electric roadway crosses it. we turn to 
the left along a smooth road skirting 
the valley of the Gulph; then right, 
then left, through deep shading woods; 
then right again, and with several other 
turns we come at last to the estate of 
Walmarthon (often pictured in the 
press), with its three lakes, its water 
wheel, its log cabin, and finally the 
stately mansion overlooking the up- 
per lake, where neighborhood young 
people bathe in summer and skate in 
winter. 

IN'lunuug to the road first mentioned, 
we may keep straight across to Old 
t'onostogu road, then over the Church 
road, which bring.- us to Old St. Da- 
vid's Church, with its historic associa- 
tions, where we may well linger awhile. 
Returning over the Darby road, with its 
wilder scenery, it merges into Bryn 
Mawr avenue, lined with cultivated 
estittes. 

Another ride is to follow Montgom- 
ery avenue to the forks beyond Bryn 
Mawr. turn left and follow the Rob- 
erts road over high hind, affording 
magnificent views. The road is lined 
with extensive esta'tes. The return by 
the Conestoga road is over one of the 
best kept and most interesting of roads. 

For varied country and farm views 
one should follow the extension of Kar- 
berth avenue to the Hobcrts estate of 
IVniishunt, turn left down the State 
road into Mill Creek, follow along till 
the road strikes up into Gladwyne, and 
over to Spring Mill road, to Morris 
road, and back by the pike. These 
roads wind and twist through a beauti- 
ful farming country, interspersed with 
estates that show some beautiful ex- 
amples of landscape gardening. 

Going east from Narberth over Mer- 
ino road to City Dine avenue, and 
thence to the Schuylkill, brings us lo 
I'hilndelphia 's favorite ride, the Wis- 
sahickon and Lincoln Drive, endless in 
its windings, rich in carefully pre- 
served wild beauty, and ending with 
scores of well-built modern homes 
screened with abundant shrubbery. The 
connecting river and park drives do not 
need description.
